Another enthusiastic subscriber to my Mailing List Service, after 
one look at the preliminary overture, gave his opinion as above. 


Probably fifty thousand pairs of eyes will scan these words and 
murmur with varying degrees of accent and culture “So what!”

Each subscriber gets 60 to 
100 what I call Philatelic Maps each year and here we pass into some- 
thing right out of the orrdinary, for these multi-colored Philatelic Maps 
fit into any stamp collection perfectly, enhancing the appearance and 
value as no other philatelic accessory. These copyrighted beauties can- 
not be secured anywhere else in the world, though later on when a suf- 
ficient variety has been published I will offer them through other out- 
lets. What are they worth? Well each is just a piece of paper with a 
pleasing many-colored design, but if you value your time at all, just try 
and duplicate these by hand and in colors for less than one dollar each, 
never mind 60 or 100 of them! 


Part three is an anticlimax but it alone pays for the suffering of 
wading through so many words plus the shock of parting with a dollar 
bill. Each subcriber also gets a stamp or stamps that by any sensible 
idea of valuation alone are worth far more than one dollar! 


Now read the title of this piece once again. 


I specify a dollar bill but mint U. S. commems, at face are O. K. 
(use one on cover). No checks please, unless 18¢ be added for the bank- 
er’s cut. Better still send $5.00 for a 5-year subscription which brings 
correspondingly good value.

WHEN—THE NEW STAMPS? 


Prior official intimation is that a 
new set of Canadian postage stamps 
could ‘be expected about six months 
after the end of the war. That being 
the case we wonder what subjects 
will be used to adorn the stamps. 
Precedent and custom would lead us 
to anticipate the King to be pictured 
on all denominations up to the 8 
cents, with pictorials thereafter. 

That custom was broken in the 
present War Set when the original 4 
cent and 8 cent stamps appeared as 
pictorials. This could bear repeating 
—if not with the 4 and 8 centers, 
then the 8 and 8 cents. 

Personally we would like to see 
recognition given to some of our 
chief industries—as instance, mining. 
Not necessarily imitating South Af- 
rica, yet a view of a mining mill 
would look well on a stamp.

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The United Empire Loyalists 


It is a point of pride among many 
Canadian families to trace their line 
back to United Empire Loyalist 
stock. It shows the great length of 
family loyalty to King and Mother 
country. And it recalls the hardy, 
pioneer spirit of those early settlers 
whose fidelity to a lost cause meant 


forsaking comfortable homes and 
turning their face to distant lands 
and tasks. The groups pictured on 
the Ten-Cent U.E.L. stamp seems 
most fitting as a commemorative. 

Civil war is a ruthless affair. In 
1776, the Declaration of Inpendence, 
that resulted in the loss of the New 
England Colonies to Great Britain 
saw everyone in the New States who 
would not support it becoming liable 
to the stern penalties of treason. 

But this article does not intend to 
enter into a story of the war, from 
either the internal or the international 
al aspects. Any good history book 
will supply that. 

History also affords many strange 
reversals, and what a turn in fort- 
une that the colonies which Britain 
had founded in America should 
break away while New France, 
against which she had so long war- 
red was to survive the revolution 
and remain true to England. 

To Canada then came thousands 
of people from those English Colon- 
ies who had opposed the war for in- 
dependence. Feeling run high in the 
newly created States Many of the 
Loyalists were cruelly mishandled. 
In places the Loyalists retaliated 
but they could not prevail against 
the majority. 

Britain did not 
people. She pleaded for toleration 
at the peace settlement, and later 
assisted to rehabilitate those coming 
to Canada.

Each family was given 200 aeres 
of land by Great Britain, with  pro- 
vision for the same amount to each 
son coming of age and each daught- 
er on marriage. 3,000,000 acres of 


land was so granted in Upper 
Canada. 

Over $16,000,000 was. expended 
for the Loyalists, provisions, tools 
and seed being provided. 

28,000 Loyalists settled in Nova 


Scotia. A few took up land south of 
the St. Lawrence in what became 
known as the Eastern ‘Townships. 
A number came to the deserted site 
of Fort Frontenac, now Kingston. 
More than 5,000 settled along the 
Bay of Quinte and the Niagara Pen- 
insula. Almost the whole tribe of 
Mohawks, who had fought on the 
British side came with their chief, 
Joseph Brant, to a 700,000 acre 
grant on the Grand River in Upper 
Canada. 

And though they had fought for 
their King the Loyalists wished re- 
form in the Colonial System quite 
as had the rebels, but sought it by 
peaceful means. Now, in Nova Scotia 
they sought representation in the 
Assembly but were denied. As a re- 
sult they  petitioned the British 
Government and in 1784 that part 
in whieh they had settled was made 
into a new province, named New 
Brunswick. Later this was followed 
by creation of Upper and Lower 
Canada, now Ontario and Quebec. 

At this point the writer knows 
there are those who think a stamp 
magazine solely, exclusively and 
without deviation should confine it- 
self to stamps, and nothing but. The 
Editor of Popular Stamps in recent 
issues has introduced articles writ- 
ten about the stories suggested by 
the pictured stamp-studies, feeling 
that no stamp collector specializing 
a country is deriving a complete en- 
joyment of his pursuit unless he 
knows the stories behind the stamps. 
We know that there will be those 
who will join us in contending that 
these concise stamps subject stories 
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are not out of keeping with the pur- 
poses of a stamp magazine. 

And regarding the Loyalists the 
story could be developed at length 
but space will not permit. 


When the British were forced to 
evacuate Boston the Loyalists there 
were among the first to be evacuat- 
ed and were taken to Halifax. New 
York, held by the British owing to 
their command of the sea then  be- 
came the refuge of the  Loyalists. 
Sir Guy Carleton, in command for 
the British thus faced the task of 
evacuating these Loyalists, and 
though Congress tried to hurry him 
he stated firmly he would hold New 
York until every last Loyalist was 
placed on board ship. 

Mistakes were made in choice of 
location for some of these new 
homes. The optimism of new settlers 
often sees possibilities for great 
towns and communities in locations 
that later fail of such realization. 
Many eame to these more northern 
settlements from a warmer climate 
and from lack of proper housing or 
time to build such they suffered 
greatly from the rigours and  hard- 
ships of winter weather. 

The story of Shelbourne, N.S., is 
an instance of high imaginations and 
disappointed hopes. This little  sea- 
port of today was visioned by the 
Loyalists as the setting for another 
Halifax, sø appealing was it's locat- 
ion and fine harbour possibilities. 
Four thousand settlers came to this 
spot, each to have a fifty acre farm, 
and a site for a house in town and 
a lot on the harbour. Shipping and 
fishing were to be chief industries. 
A great building. boom arose. With- 
in a few years the population reach- 
ed ten thousand. Ship building thriv- 
ed. Trade in fish and timber was 
brisk. There was prosperity among 
the people and the hospitality of a 
dienified society prevailed. But it 
was not to be. The farm land and 
fishing later proved poor. Trade dis- 
appeared. Disillusion saw families 
drifting away one by one. An early 
native writer, Judge Haliburton, 
saw Shelbourne when it stood like a 
deserted city. There were houses 
with furniture, clothing, etc., just as 


if the inhabitants were but away for 
the moment—yet they were gone 
forever. The whole stood mute test- 
imony, of sorrow, sadness and shat- 
tered hopes. 

But all the stories of Loyalist 
settlement do not end so unhappily. 
Outside a small few these people 
possessed that hardy sturdiness and 
strength of purpose which enabled 
them to carve out homes from wild- 
erness and forest. 

Owing to their great numbers 
many had to go farther afield than 
the maritimes. Among those distant 
travellers were those who came to 
what was soon to be Upper Canada. 
Here trees were cut to build their 
log homes. Furniture was hewn from 
rough logs. Often the flat top of a 
large tree stump served as a table. 
They wore homemade shoes and 
homespün clothes. The nearest place 
where they could sell produce or buy ` 
supplies perhaps lay fifty or one 
hundred miles away. Yet faced with 
hard work and forced to rely on 
their own  resourses, they became 
strong and not weak, many living to 
a ripe old age. And from these early 
pioneers of Eastern Canada a later 
generation went West to play as 
leading a part in the development of 
that country as their forefathers did 
in the east. 


A REVIEW OF THE 1946 SCOTT'S 
CATALOG

It may be interesting to readers of 
"Popular Stamps" to know something of 
the upward change in prices in the new 
1946 British Empire section of Scotts 
Catalog. A close check in all changes in 
this edition is made annually by the 
writer for a client and the information 
obtained this year may prove heartening 
to many of the stamp collecting fratern- 
ity. 

Of the British Empire series, British 
North America is strongly outstanding in 
its advances, with Newfoundland leading 
the way and showing the most remark- 
able changes in the entire Empire listing, 
with 246 rises in used and mint. Canada, 
in second place, shows 147 advances. 
Nearly all issues of British Columbia,

REVIEW SCOTT'S CATALOG 
(Continued from Page 6) 
New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island have been increased in 
value. 
Quite remarkable is the decided price 
increase in many of the early 19th cent- 


ury issues of British Guiana, Cape of 
Good Hope, Ceylon, Egypt, Falkland, 
Hong Kong, Lagos, Malta, Mauritius, 


Natal, New South Wales, New Zealand, 
South Australia, Tasmania, Trinidad and 
Virgin Isles. 

The catalog has been checked entirely 
with the exception of the Indian Native 
States, pages 211 to 265, and later count- 
ries to those of Straits Settlements and 
Confederated Malay States, pages 391 to 
399. 

The 1932 Centenary Issue of Cayman 
are all advanced, together with the 10/- 
items of 1913 and 1921 and most items of 
the 1935 issue. Dominica has many in- 
creases in the issues of 1903, 1907-20, 1921- 
22 and 1932-33. The Falkland 1933 Centen- 
ary 10/- and £1 are both advanced. 

Several items in Gambia, 1922-27, are 
advanced. The Rhodesia 1905 set is up in 
value and many items of the 1910 issue; 


also the high values of 1913-19. The three 
top values of St. Helena 1922 have all 
been increased. The St. Kitts 10/- and £1 
of 1923 have moved upwards. In Seychel- 
les the entire 1938 series show increases. 

Very severe slashing have been made 
in most values of Br. Madagascar Consul- 
ars, British occupation of Persia, early 
Samoa under British Dominion, British 
occupation of Mesopotamia and issues 
of New Britain. Several increases occur 
in the issues of Egypt, Jamaica, Kuwait 
and New Guinea. In used and mint in 
the British Empire there are 981 items 
with values increased, and 410 items cut 
in value.

CANADIAN TOPICS 
BY PHIL ATTS. 


AUT SCISSORS AUT ANVIL 
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The “Fall Season” is now upon us and 
my job is to try and write something ap- 
propriate after six fall seasons of war. 
Another difficulty is that ‘Canadian 


Topics” gets into manuscript form just 
about four weeks prior to the time that 
my readers look it over for a kernel or 
two of something new or interesting. 
‘Taint easy, McGee. 


Now that we have a new  Postmaster 
General I suppose the wheels of the Post- 
office Department will start to grind to 
bring out a new issue of peacetime 
stamps. Maybe round the first of the 
year is my guess. 

“Click” in this new “BNAPSHOTS” 
column in “BNA TOPICS" queries as to 
whether the old telegrtph covers had any 
postal privileges or franking values.. I 
have seen a number of these recently of 
“The Montreal Telegraph Co." which I 
uncovered myself. As “Click” suggests I 
would say they were nothing more that 
"letterheads". In more recent years I 
have seen this a bit relaxed, however. I 
have some interesting semi-official air- 
mails annexed to telegraph covers and 
flown into Red Lake. These make an in- 
teresting showing. 

From time to time collectors enquire 
where they can get a lead on some sort 
of Canadian specialization. In a sense, 
the answer is easy, and then again may- 
be not. For instance Fred Jarrett': books 
give all sorts of ideas. Holmes' new book 
on B.N.A. certainly presents lots of ideas 
for stampless specialized. What I am 
thinking of, and what I would recom- 
mend to an embryo specialist of Canada, 
is Ed Richardson's article in the Maroon 
Book of “The Stamp Specialist” series 
published last year. This presents a 
mighty nice lay-out, replete with illust- 
rations. The write-up is worth the price 
of the book alone. 

“On blue paper” is an expression well- 
known to Canadian as well as U.S.A. 
collectors. F'rinstance there is the Lin- 
coln commemorative on blue and the 
Canadian “Officially Sealed" on blue too. 
Now “Popular Stamps" for September 
comes out in a blue wrapper. Better tuck 


it away with the map insert. It may be- 
come valuable. 

There is a well-known Southern U.S.A. 
political figure, Senator Bilbo, called 
“The Man” Bilbo. We have another 
Southerner who circulates in Canadian 
philatelic circles known as “The Man” 
Bond. The reason why I mention this is 
that I see where “The Man” Bond is go- 
ing to start collecting P.E.I. My advice 
is to all you P. E. Islanders is to hang 
on to your hats. Once the _ rolly-coaster 
starts you will have a merry ride. A 
long time ago I mentioned in this 
column that P.E.I. was a subject worthy 
of more study. The stamps are cheap 
with plenty of mystery, too. Tally Ho! 

Most P.E.. stamps were printed by 
Charles Whiting, of Beaufort House, 
Strand, London. They are not beautiful 
stamps, The story goes that it was the 
result of a quarrel between London and 
Charlottetown as to who should pay for 
the stamps. When the local talent found 
that London would not pay they ordered 
a “hand me down” job and got it from 
a printer who had been known for his 
uniformly excellent work. One exception 
—the 415, pence brown, which bears the 
well-known Chalon head, found on the 
74%, and 12 pence of Canada, and the 2 
and 10 cent New Brunswick. It is a 
beautiful stamp, the best replica of them 
all, of this famous painting. 

If you want a real rarity, just take the 
two pence rouletted. Alfred E. Lichten- 
stein states this is scarcer than the 12 
pence black of Canada. Only about half 
a dozen are known. Then again the post- 
marking of P.EI. is somewhat unique. 
Town marks are scarce. By far the com- 
monest is the one ‘Prince Edward 
Island": the reason given being that 
practically all mail was routed through 
the one office at Charlottetown. One of 
the ‘scarce early | marks is spelled 
'"Edward's" island.

The last day for “BLACKOUT” 
cellations in all West Coast Towns 
September 4th. Since then there have 
been no slogans used whatever except 
that Vancouver used “CEILING PRICES” 
for one day only Sept. 4th. It can be 
mentioned now that the towns using 
“BLACKOUT” cancels on the Pacific 
Coast were Prince Rupert, Vancouver, 
Victoria and West Vancouver. 


Only one really new slogan has bene 
seen “RECREATION / WEEK / EDMON- 
TON / SEPT. 3-9". Toronto used “SUP- 
PORT UNITED / WELFARE CHEST” 
starting Sept. 12th. We expect there will 
be others similar, also for the new Victory 
Loan and a “WELCOME HOME” week is 
looked for to greet the return of our 
men from Hong Kong. Another new one 
just to hand is / “SUPPORT THE NAT- 
IONAL CLOTHING COLLECTION / OCT. 
20", Vancouver, Sept. 24th.

"CANADIAN FLAG CANCELLATIONS”, 
from Popular Stamps Press, has been 
received and it is a splendid little book- 
let. It is certainly a “MUST” book for 
EVERY Canadian collector and all others 
interested in Canadian stamps. even if 
not definitelyy interested in Slogan or 
Flag cancels it is fully worth the small 
price asked for reference in this very 
easily understood and handy form. 

As far as we know this is the first at- 
tempt made to price any series of Can- 
adian Slogan cancels, and as anyone who 
has attempted any such thing is fully 
aware, a pioneer effort at pricing is just 
setting up a mark for others to shoot at. 

With the early Flag cancels we have 
no experience, except that we have pur- 
chased every lot offered to us priced, 
from ali known dealers and collectors 
for a period of one year. Doing this, and 
consulting with older collectors such as 
Garrett and Payne we have come to 
some realization of what are available 
and what are difficult—sometimes im- 
possible to obtain. 

Suming up this information we would 
suggest that the early cancels, with 
some exceptions, are in much more 
plentiful supply than those for the First 
War period, 1914—19:—the reason  appar- 
ently being that in those days  corres- 
pondence was filed in the orginal en- 
velopes and Tarve- numbers received at 
that time by large firms have been pre- 
served and are now available from East- 
ern dealers. 

There are some exceptions: for  in- 
stance, it is said that only one copy of 
No. 34 is known, if that is a fact, it is 
surely priced too low at $8.00. 

Later on more modern filling systems 


were used, envelopes not preserved—and 


We would like to know. 


With the later “FLAGS” we can speak 
from experience. As the Coronation First 
Day cancel was publicised, many sets 
exist but for the general run of covers 
we think there should be a difference of 
pricing between large Cities like Toronto 
and Towns like Moosejaw? 

And pricing the "ENLIST NOW'' 
slogans at 5c for early dates, even  dis- 
counting the quotation is not for first 
days when first days are hardly known 
for a certainty in all instances, or 2!5c 
for later dates is surely too low and out 
of order. Anyone differ with me? We 
could certainly do some trading.

Which Country Issued the First 
Commemorative Stamp? 


The first commemorative was really the 
15 cent with the picture of Lincoln of 
the U.S.A. 1866, issued in black as mourn- 
ing stamp for the, in the year before, 
murdered President of the U.S.A. But 
this stamp had no inscription to show 
it to be a commemorative. 

The first commemorative showing the 
inscription as such was the N.S.W. 20 
shilling, 1888, with the words “One hun- 
dred years." 


In Europe, Rumania issued the first 


commemorative in 1891 as Jubilee stamp 
for the 25 years’ celebration of King 
Carol 1. 

Again, without special inscription, was 
the first series issued in 1888 to celebrate 
the 25 years reign of Queen Victoria— 
Australian Stamp Monthly.

We have received two fine photos of 
Wells Fargo covers showing  Barnard's 
Express adhesives attached which were 
sent to us by Mr. Gerald E. Wellburn of 
British Columbia. 
illustrate the difference between the gen- 
uine and the illustration in our June 
issue which has been pointed out to be a 
counterfeit. We are unable to provide 
illustrations of the two above covers at 
this time, but quote from Mr. Wellburn’s 
letter: 

-'"The illustration of the Barnard PAID 
in Popular Stamps June issue, although 
the same as appears in Jarrett’s B.N.A., is 
Counterfeit Cl. It is something like the 
Type 4, but is smaller and has a triple 
border instead of double. 

“The line cuts in July-August issue ill- 
ustrate Counterfeit Types C2. These have 
the words "BARNARD'S'" and “PAID” and 
"COLLECT" all in serifed capitals, a com- 
bination which does not exist in the gen- 
uine stamps." 

(Editor's Note:—The photos mentioned 
«ebove, which Mr. Wellburn sent us show 
the word “Barnard’s” in type known to 
printers as /Gothic, while the words ''Col- 
lect" and “Paid” are now obsolete type, 
which if stripped of their serifs would re- 
semble Gothic.)
